A QUIET SESSION 


The Dismissal of Bouillon 
and Butchart was Not 
Discussed 


Owing to the fact that the injunc- 
tion granted yesterday afternoon by 
Mr. Justice Simmons effectually pre- 
vented any action on the report of 
the investigation committee last even- 
ing’s meeting of the council was free 
from the exciting Incidents promised 
in the advance notices. No explana- 
tion or apclogy was offered for the 
sudden and unexpected change in the 
program, and with a calm that might 
have suggested that nothing  unto- 
ward had happened the aldermen de- 
voted several hours to the disposi 
of an accumulation of routine bust- 
ness.
